BASTBRN STATES. 


Cixctunati, June 29 —Jesse Grant, the father 
of the President, died of general debility at 
bis residence, Uovington, Keotucky, Inst 
night. The President, though expected in a 
special train, bad not arrived at the time of 
the death, which bad been bourly expected 
for several Jays: 

Wasuixetos, June 29—The President's 
proclamation bas heen ordered to be issued 
on the first of July, announcing the going 
into effect On that day of articles 18 to 265 in- 
clusive of the Treaty ot Washington, neces- 
sary tegislation baying been ado on the 
part of the Imperial Parliament of.

New Yoru, Juce 39—A Wasbiogton special 
says the :Mexican Border Commission bave 
lodged their final report with the State Le- 
partment. 

Bight thousend five hundred emigrants ar- 
rived at this port this month. 

A csse of Asiatic cholera was reported in 
Passaic, New Jersey, yesterday, p.m. 

Cincimmati, June 30—Seven deaths from 
cholera were reported at the Health office to- 
day. The office was open only two hours. 

New Yorg, Jane 30—A Washington special 
says the Mexican Commission bave lodged 
their final report with the State Department. 
Four buodred cases have been examined, ag- 
gregating in amount only eleven millions of 
dollars, and not fifty millions, as has been 
reported. 

A strange mystery, involving alleged dis- 
appearance of 18 helpless children who had 
been committed as infant paupers to the pub- 
lie inststution on Biackwell’s Island, is being 
investigated by Commissioners of the Chari- 
ties. The little creatures, it issaid, were 
primed out to a lady, and she seems to be 
unable to tell whether they are living or 
dead. 


BUROPE. 


Fronesce, June 29—Strong shocks of 
earthquake were felt in Northern Italy at 5 
o’clock this morning. The shocks were 
severe in Venice and Verona, and cavsed a 
panic. There were several shocks in those 
cities, but no serious damage was done to 
person or property. At other points the 
shocks were more violent, and the effects dis 
astrous. A dispatch from Treviso reports 
that at Felleto, near Coneglians, a church 
was destroyed by the earthquake, thirty-eight 
personas were killed; and in four villages near 
Victoria, fourteen persons were killed and 
many wounded. Great damage was ‘also 
done in’the town of Belluno, on the river 
Piave, fifty miles north of Venoc. 

Viewxa June 20—A violent thunder storm 
to-night flooded the Exhibition grounds and 
did much injary. The American department 
aud German gallery were badly damaged. 
The root of the Chicago Restaurant was 
driven in, and the building aad contents 
ruined.

MINBTY-ONB -SUITS TO RECOvER $1,250,000 
BROUGHT BY RESIDEXTS OF FRANCE. 


(Prom the 8- F. Alta.) 

Ninety-one suits were commenced yester- 
day in the Nineteenth District Court by Mr. 
Frances Berton, of the Swiss-American bank, 
on bebalf of the residents of France, against 
the estate of F.L. A Pioche, to recover six 
millions of francs or about $1,250,000, money 
loaned tbe firm of Pioche & Bayerque. After 
the firm became insolveot, Mr. Pioche, the 
surviving partner, executed to the foreign 
creditors, most of whom reside in France, a 
series of contracts or obligations, payable to 
bearer, without interest, in pro rata divid- 
ends, in the course of twenty years begin- 
ping on the Ist of January, 1865. In Novem- 
ber last Mr. Berton visited Paris and received 
power of atterney from each of abut one- 
balf the creditors who held these obligations. 
On the 15th of March last, Mr. Berton pre- 
sented these claims to the executors of the 
estate of Pioche, who refused to pay the same. 
Failing to effect a compromise with the 
executors, Mr. Berton, by his attorneys Mc- 
Allister and Bergin, bas commenced those 
actions in the name of the respective creditors 
to recover upward of six millions of trancs or 
about a quarter million of dollars. The 
amounts range from $2,000 up to about $60,- 
000. Aprinted form is used for each com- 
piaiat, all of which are sworn to by Francis 
Berten, the only difference being in the 
name ,of the complainant, and the claimed. 


Meterological. 


MereooLtocicat Osservatory. 
Esquimalt, June 30th. 


Epiton Sranpanv:—Perbaps the follewing 
information in reference to the variable na- 
ture of our climate at present existing, mey 
be interesting to some of your readers, Yes- 
terday morning at 7:30 the thermometer 
ia the san showed 88°, wind was then light 
at SSW ; between 10 and 11 a. m,, the wind 
gradually backed against the sun’s course to 
abeut ESE., and blew quite strong; temper- 
atare in the suo fell by thermometor to 62°, 
Shortly before 2 p. m., the wind showed 
sigos of a lull and a veer to the weatward, 
when the lull came on the thermometer sud- 
denly rose to the unprecedented height of 
112°, and the wind then suddenly chopped to 
the west. In the evening the temperature 
was much cooler than usual, clouds gather- 
jog inthe SSE. This morning at daylight 
the weather glass reade rain, but only 
showers a dry bulb; the thermom- 
eter being only 1° 5 over, wet: Barom-

A shert time 
ago, the demands of our present civilization 
putabuge dredger at work to accomodate 
our iron shipbu.lders with greater. depth of 
water, and acanoe was dredged outof the 
bed of the river. Having paddied my cdsoe 
Ike any other savage io British Columbia, it 
was natural that I should exanine the canoe 
of the primitive Britisher with something 
1 ke civilized eariosity. Ae in¢line to the 
savage theory, my partizan feeling was grati- 
fied with bebolding alwost a yof a Bri- 
tish Colambia Indise canoe. Had it been 
wceartbed by your own redoubtable dredger 
it would bave been taken for's native. 
What a contrast does our little river present 
now to the scene it did when the «ncieat 
Briton was cutting his canoe of am oak tree’! 
We bduild steamships equal to any in the 
world, and in 1871 we built more than any 
other community, Our floatage space is 
small, and we;do not therefore equal the 
Clyde in the size of our ships, but in other 
respects, notwithstanding our ‘‘early traces 
ot barbarism,’’ we stand pre-eminent among 
the civilized builders of tue time. In a 
previous letter I referred to the labor ques- 
tion in connection with shipbuilding. What 
[ pow say will apply equally to ail classes of 
labor throughout the kingdom. The agita- 
tion for limiting a day’s work to nine hours 
is no longer a **movement” bat a fizture—an 
accomplished fact; and still we are prosper- 
ous. Our trade and manufactures have not 
yet gone into the bands of fareigners, nor is 
there any great probability of such a change. 
Indeed, | lately heard the manager of one of 
our largest manfactories express a wish for a 
less -busy time, owing to the difficulty of 
getting men to work, and still greater diffi- 
culty of keeping them at work. Sbort hours 
and bigher wages have of. course increased 
values very much, and while the working 
man’s position is improved the rich people 
bave also benefitted by the increased value of 
all kinds of property. The sufferers are the 
anuuitant class. As usual, consequent. upon 
any change, ruin was predicted, but the 
prophets sre declining in number, and lamen- 
tation is sot go rife as it wag a year ago. In 
the event of a crash or commercial crisis, | 
hardly think the working man Will abate any 
of their present demands. They are so weil 
organized and have become so familiar to the 
enjoyment of short hours and high wages 
that rather than'suffer a deleension they will 
emigrate.in large numbers, Even now, emi- 
gration is encouraged systematically and 
availed of in very large propertions. ~ Liver- 
pool never was busier in that department 
thao at present. The homestvad law and 
cheap jands of the United States and Canada 
ace the main attractions. It isa pity you do 
not get a share of this efflux of people, 
because the present emigrant class is of the 
best kind, They leave us from choice not 
necessity. Notwithstanding the heavy drafts 
on our population we multiply and replenish 
rapidly in Eoglabd. Sunderland contributes 
2000 every year to the general increase, 
The growth of wealth and population in the 
country at large was never more apparent 
than-at present, and there never was a time 
when the taunt of the First Napoleon, that 
we area nation of shopkeepers was more ap- 
plicable, for, assuredly, io all other respects 
things are. remarkably dull. Politics both in 
and out of Parliament, are regarded with the 
most cheerful indifference. The educational 
question, in connection with the new School 
Board system, only affects a few local enthu- 
siasts, who fear God and hbate.the church; 
Nobody seeme to care whether Mr. Lowe 
takes off balf the sugar duty or not, and tbe 
income tax-payers ouly receive bis proposed 
reduction with a feeling which finds its ex- 
pression io a characteristic grunt rather than 
in thanks, Happy the country whose annals 
sredull. Even the Tichborne elaimant 
losing bis qaondam importance to the observ~ 
ant public eye, and is very generally con- 
sidered above. Mr. Plimsoll bas ou 

the Claimant in publie attention. Indeed 
Mr. P. is w godsend to all the legionarysenti- 
mentalists who have plenty of time and plenty 
of wealth to spare, and consequently can 
afford to indulge ia the luzary of sentiment; 
and, in fact, to their credit they arenot slow 
in giving practical manifestation of gushing 
tenderness for ‘‘poor Jack,’’ for Mr. P. 
bas received the most substantial assurances 
of sympathy and supportin the course be he 
takes. Let me here record only one iustance 
ofa different kind, on account of its unique- 
ness. The North Yorkshire Miners’ Agsosia- 
tion, composed of coal miners, has no direct 
interest in the Plimsoll movemeot, and might 
bave ignored it without causing any surprise, 
bot unanimously moved by a feeling that did 
certainly not origioate in the placid contem- 
plation of luxury and ease, they sent £1000 
to the Plimsoll Defence Fund. is 18 doing 
something to wipe off Buras’ score of ‘man’s 
inhumeoity to mao.’ Mr. Miall’s anaual 
motion for the disestablishment and disendow 
ment of the church bas met with.no better 
success this year than in any year preceding. 
The.fact is the church is gaining ground in 
comparison with the Dissenters both with 
regard to wealth and numbers, and the pros- 
pect for Mr. Miall and his friends is gloomier 
than ever. The declension of dissent is par- 
ticularly noticeable in the Wesleyan body, 
and has formed a prominent subject of dis- 
cussion and lamentation at the general 
conferences andassemblies. Sunderland bas 
always beeo a stronghold for the Wesleyans, 
but it is gradually losing its affection for that 
still numerous sect and looking toward the 
church for the path to salvation. Haviog 
been absent from the town many Years the 
change is to me quiteapparent.. Indeed some 
of the Wesleyan congregations elsewhere have 
actually adopted the service of the church 
and I understand that in one instaace at least 
the same change is ia contemplation here. 
I will not attempt to assign any réason for 
the increasing popularity of the charch, 
because it may appear like prejudice, but I 
msey mention as a fact that unprofessional 
preachers and extempore prayer as a rule 
don’t seem to draw congregations together as 
wellas formerly and that the most popular 
places of worship are those whereig the ser- 
vice is most musical, The taste for music 
and art has been greatly developed in Eng- 
land of late years. Everybody nowadays has 
a piano or melodeon, and hence public wor- 
ship is becomiag more like that of St. Am- 
brose than of the late saints; yet weare not 
degenerating in morality or religion. 1 
observe a change for the better, for example, 
in the magistracy, and indeed with regard to 
all;our public men. There are fewer drunken 
and eccentric old squires nowadays on the 
Bench, than when I wasalad Public opin- 
ion, through the agency of the press, is too 
e:reng to admit of any departure from the 
proper line of conduct required by the dignity 
of office. It is said that we are increasing is 
druokenoess, but itis certain that drunnkeness 
meets with more reprobation than formerly. 
I do not think that the good old times of 
George the Third or even those of 20 years 
ago, will bear comparison with the present in 
point of general virtae, A great discovery 
bas been made receatly which .will edd 
enormously to the wealth of this part of Eng- 
land and to the general welfare as well. Ea.
